I  sjn  in  receipt  of  Lincoln  Lores  211t,  225,  and  399,  all  dealing 
^^^.th  Lincoln-Shipley  ties.    I  certainly  thank  you.    However,  my  Shipley 
family,  Y^hile  related  three  times  to  Lincoln  by  marriage,  is  not  the 
Shipley  family  of  Marjz-land  referred  to  in  these  Lores.    There  is  no 
relationship  beti/reen  the  Maryland  family  founded  by  Adam  Shipley,  port 
of  entry  Annapolis,  and  ray  Shipley  family  of  Delaware-Pennsylvania 
Quaker  origin. 

My  family  lived  at  Shipley  Station  on  the  Union  lifeline  during 
the  war.    Their  farm  was  one  mile  south  of  Laurel  Md.  on  the  Baltimore  ^tnd 
Ohio  Railroad.    Lincoln  passed  the  farm  msnj  times.    On  his  last  journey 
past,  we  stood  beside  the  tracks  in  sorrowful  and  respectful  silence.  My 
father  saw  the  black-draped  train  from  his  mother's  arms.    One  little 
girl  of  eight  there  present,  was  to  receive  a  telegram  from  President 
Karry  Trumen  ninety  two  years  later  congratulating  her  on  her  hundreflh 
birthday. 

The  grandfather  of  the  Samuel  Shipley  who  farmed  near  Laurel  was 
also  a  Samuel  Sh  pley,  a  Revolutionary  soldier  nho  married  Jane  Bennett 
in  Wilmington  Delaware's    Id  Swede  church  Ifarch  28,  1775.    J^ne  was  the 
daughter  of  Capt.  Joseph  Bennett  and  Deborah  Boone.    She  was  also  half- 
sister  to  Governor  Caleb  r'rew  Bennett  of  Delaware.    This  Deborah  Boone 
was  first  cousin  to  Daniel  Boone  and  daughter  of  George  Boone  IV  and 
Quaker  Minister  Deborah  Howell.    George  IV  was  older  brother  of  Squire 
Boone,  father  of  Daniel,    The  Boones  and  the  Lincolns  lived  four  miles 
aoart  just  east  of  Reading,  Pa. (Berks  County  Historical  Society  Map), 
Annie  Boone  carried  Abe  Lincoln  (not  the  president),  Dinah  Boone  married 
Ben  TalL-nan,  son  of  Annie  Lincoln,  and  ny  ancestor's  brother  "Tilliam 
Boone  married  Sarah  Lincoln,    It  is  rather  remote  relationship  but  it 
all  according  to  Spraker.    The  early  Boones,  Bennetts  and  Shipleys  were 
all  Quakers, 

No  doubt  yon  know  fell  this  and  much  be sided.    But  I  wonder  if 
someone  would  be  so  kind  as  to  send  me  any  Lores  you  may  have  on  the 
Lincoln-  Boone-  Bennett-  Shipley  relationship  I  mention. 

Thank  you  again,  and  I  hope  you  find  more  of  interest  to  me.
